The medical ans 
learned hie antecedents of parentage and 
yoeation, and said: “Young man you can keep 
to your books and die, or flug them away, 
shoulder sn axe and strike for the woods and 
live.” This was a plain statement—thetrath 
in few words. The books were put aside, the 
whole current of Nis life turned to new chan- 
nels, and the autumn of 1832 found him in 
Michigan land hunting—not for speculation 
but for a farm. tioing to the government 
land office at White Pigeon in Southern Mich- 
„ he found what lots were for sale and 
off southeastward through the oak 
openings on horseback, compass and map in 
pocket, and his saddlebags supplied with food 
and clothing. After a few days search he

There is such a thing.“ says Mr. Hull.“ as 
calm and fair discussion.” Nothing Is truer; 
but our correspondent will yet leara that 
this desirable thing cannot be had In some 
quarters, and he need not go outside the 
Spiritualist ranks to ind where. Our good 
brother ned have no fear of “undue or oli- 
garchic Anfitence.” Unwarranted assump- 
tions of authority are contrary to the genlus 
of the age; thelr possibility daily grows less. 
The present splrituallstle chaos making di- 
rectly toward anarchy within, the kingdom. 
of Truth, is infinitely more to be feared than 
the very remote danger of accretion of power 
in the hands of would-be “leaders.” We 
favor one efficient Society, amply equipped 
and provided with funds, to an infinite num- 
ber of weakllugs, yet we have no objection to 
any number of local Research Societies; the 
more the better, provided in each Instance 
the work la prosecuted in the true scientific 
spirit. Mr. Hull well says, Boston should 
have such u Society “of magaificent propor- 
tions?” Science, of London, publishes that a 
Research Society is now in process of forma- 
tion in Cambridge and Boston, and Ito pro- 
moters are in cortespondence with the Lon- 
don Society. In this connection we call at- 
tention to the rude, unselentific, unfair 
spirit in which Professors Pierce, Agassiz 
and Horsford of Harvard University, ap- 
proached the atibject in 1857, a trathfal,-his- 
torical account of which may be found in 
“History of Modern Ameri iritnalism,” 
by Emma Hardinge, pp, 185-4.

Yet the vocal organs, or eren 
the whole body, are no more egsential to the 
real existence of a man than are telephones 
and wires, Both are means of communica- 
tion between soul and soul, Thus we see that 
on a priori grounds no man can rationally 
deny u future existence; the most he can sa 
is, that as long as it remains unproved, ft 
must be considered merely na possible. But 
Spiritualists not only claim it as possible, 
but as proved. Upon what. grounds do they 
rest their assertion? ? 

Materialista aro continually demanding 
evidence for this doctrine of immortality, yet 
they as persistently repudiate the only evi- 
dence by which It can be established.

Tests of Spirit Presence. 


To the Editor of the Heligio Philcwplical Journal: 

On my recent visit to Chicago you were 
kind enough to give me, — others, the 
name of Mra. Julia E. Burns, of 132 DeKalb 
St., Chicago, as a médium recently located in 
. city; whose powers you had not tested 

ut of whom report spoke moat favorably. i 
galled on that lady for several sittings; and I 
know it will gratify you to be Informed that 
your repres@htation of her powera were more 
than realjzed. Her greed Is slnte-writing, 
botirautomatic and independent. In both of 
those phases, experiments by myself, and 
others in my presence, were uniformly suc- 
cossful—in somo snryasingi 80; espe- 
cially was this true of her ŝutomatie writlüg. 
I had entertained the n that this phase 
of mediumship farnished such means of sim- 
ulation, that nothing paims convineln 
could be produced while the medium hel 
the pencil;bot no one could witness the rap{d- 
ity with which her -hand traversed the lines 
from side to side of the alate, while convers- 
ing on subjects foreign to the theme of the 
communication, and think that she had any 
knowledge of what was being written. Be. 
yond this the revelations thus made, though 
wholly unintelligible to the medium and 
othera who were mere spectators, conveyed 
information to those for whom the commun- 
ication was intended, that was satisfactory, 
and often of the most startling significance. 

In my own case at my Arat interview, And- 
ing that Mre. Burns js in deep affliction at 
the very recent loss of her infant child, and 
in consequence the mental conditions neces- 
mary to succeasfal mediumship being greatly 
disturbed, I asked her permission to attempt 
some physical manifestations less exacting 
on the mental energies. She informed me 
that her mediumship sometimes produced 
faint raps, but rarely the moving of objects; 
in fact, a3 I understood her, she, like most 
other good mediums, had discarded this form 
of manifestation, it being on a plane too low 
to comport with the dignity ay! importance 
to which the later phases mediumahip 
have attained. To this tendency to abandon 
that form of manifestation chosen by the In- 


visibles at Hydesville, to give Spiritualism to 


the world, I beg leave to enter my protest, If 
thore are any tests more convincing than re- 
sponses through the tipping of a table to 
mental questions, I have never seen them. In 
these expériments, in compliance with m 

roquest, a Tew faint a were produced, fol- 
lowed evefi by u trembling of the table and 
afterwards tipping it more and more vigor- 
ously until it rocked from sido to side and 
from end to end, closing with several leaps 
or moves into the alr, without contact with 
human hands or feet. A . 

At later interviews I have seen the table 
rise steadily with a gently oscillating move- 
ment, standing for some time in mid-air, an- 
swering questions and keeping accurate time 
to music, as if hung up at the end of a spring 
pole, and while the medlum was in no 
way in contact with It, except by allow- 
ing the edge of the table-eloth to rest upon 
‘the lower part of her dress, she lying back 
in-ber chair entirely apart from the table. 

In another experiment I asked that the 
table be made heavy while no hands wer» 
touching it, when a son of the medium, 11 
years old, found it impossible to raise it from 
the floor while, if tho influenco were with- 
drawn, he could easily raise it with one finger. 

In another experiment, two pennies aud a 
glass half full of water were placed in the 
middle of a slate; the slate was then placed 
under the table in such a way as to bring the 
upper rim of the glass against the lower sur- 
face of the table, the medlum holding the 
whole in the right hand with the left upon 
the top of the table. At a signal the whole 
was withdrawn, when the pennies were Tound 
inside the glass of water. This experiment 
was several times repeated.

Conspiracy, nut Secession, 


In a speech on the evening of the 29th ult., 
atthe house warming of the new headquar- 
ters of the Frank Blair Post, G. A. R., in St. 
Louls, Gen. W. T. Sherman referred to the 
late war as a conspiracy and not a rebellion 
or secession. Thenext day upon being asked 
to explain more fully, he did so us follows: 

“The men who insti the War were 
conspirators and should have been shot on the 
spot. Jeff Davis wasin the employ of the 

overnment, and when he sought to destroy 
it he was a conspirator. I saw a letter, dated 
Senate Chamber of the United States, and 
signed by two Senators,\Siidell and Benja- 
aft „ordering the Governor of Louisiana to 
seize the Government arsenals. Was this not 
conspiracy of the most fearful nature? Jeff 
David sought to establish a government of 
Southern gentlemen, who would rule the 
masses, His desire was for a limited fran- 
chise, limited to land-owners. The poor 
whites in bis estimation, should be classed 
with the negro. Had he succeeded In his con- 
spiracy he would have carried this out in the 
South and then im it on the Northern 
States. H ted to totally destroy this 
Government and/from ita ruins build up a 
Southern Platocracy. This I know,that when 
onee the Southern States had formed a con- 
federation he determined that they should 
not secede. His idea was not secession; it 
was destruction. The ‘Southern States re- 
belled one by one and then confederated. 
Davis bent (hie energies to prevent their se- 
cession, and was willing to destroy one of 
them beforè it could-be accomplished. ) I ha 
seen a letter which he wrote to the 
of one of the States, threatening that he 
would turn Lee's army upon it If it should 
attempt to secede {rom the Confederacy. From 
this it is evident he did not believe in seces- 
sion, but that he wanted the destruction of the 
United States Government and a dominant 
Southern Confederacy. It is well for you, it 
ia well for me, that he did not suc * 
meant onr disfrancti nt.

If nothing else Is to be learned from the 
late Presidential campaign this at least is,— 
the inestimable value of a good character.

ly on one question; That of the moral worth 
of the two leading candidates. Compured 
with this, all other issues attempted to be 
forced upon the public fall upon indifferent 
ears. In overy heart one grand inquiry was 
uppermost: Is Senator B. or or C. a fit 
man morally to preside oyér this great re- 
publio? 2 * 

That such an issue had to be made Is cer- 

D tainly matter of profound regret. To many 
of tho wisest and best among us It has seem- 
ed nothing less than a national dishonor be- 
fore the civilized world for us as a people to 
be obliged to discuss but this one thing, to 
discuss it everywhere in publicjand in our 
homes, and decide by it the gift of the most 
august and responsible position on earth. Is 
net one or the other of the two conspicuous 
candidates grossly unit for it by reason of a 

moral turpitude, of which not one man in 
ten thousand would be willing to be known 
as guilty? What a question to be offered to 
the American people! a 

Nor did our calamity stop here. It was 
deeply aggravated by theovermastering temp- 
tation forced. upon- great numbers in both 
high and humble stations, to disown their 
real convictions, to play the part of ingeni- 
ous casulsts rather than of honest men; to 
become In a word that, reproachfal as it Is, 
does not dverstate the truth, liars themselves 
in thelr paltry defence of acts which not one 
of them dares say he himself has done or 
would do. This is a dreadful part of the 

mattor; perhaps, indeed, when duly consider- 
ed, the worst part of lt. 

What numbers seem to have 
themselves and to have tried to perdunde 
thelr hearers and readers, first, that ques- 
tons of moral character ovtalde of official 
conduct are wholly irrelevant and out of 
place, If not, indeed, too insignificant to be 
ralsed by any but the narrowest and meanest 
of critics; and, secondly, that no array of 
facta could be clear enough to prove official 
dishonor. Such wounds in the public moral- 
ity are deep. But great as our calamity has 
been, it has not been unmixed. Like. many 

J another evil permitted in this world of dis- 
elplinary experlenge, it is not wholly such. 
Some lessons may be learned from it that 
will, perhaps, ultimately prove a fall offset. 

One of the most manifest of these, and one 
foreed on the attention of tho dullest and 
lowest natures, those least in the habit of 
appreciating moral distinctions is the real 


valno of character. Many have never dream-,

“ hlotory heavy a testimony been: given 
by the moro thonghital and pars to the baser 
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orders of mind as to the worth of character, 


It must be heeded. 


And especially will it not be lost upon the 
active politicians of all grades. Never again 
will the men who make it thelr business to 
select candidates for tho highest office in tho 
gift of the people, or indeed for any high 
office, venture to disregard the element of 
moral character in their nominees as they 
have done. It makes thelr game too im- 


monsely dificult.and uncertain. It involves 
a frightful expenditure of money, of labor, 
and of reputation on thelr own part. The 
single false step of nominating a man not 
morally unimpeachable has cost each party 
millions of dollars and many millions of lies 
in the end more costly than the money— 


~ Í which need not otherwise have been expend- 
ed. Had either of the nominees been able to 


resent a clean and perfectly honorable rec- 
otd, unassailable on grounds of morality, 
while his opponent was unable to match him 
in that respect, he would have been carried 
to bis bigh place in a sweeping triumph. 
The sagacious politician of the future will 
be likely to remember this. 

Nor la the Inference a remote one—too re- 
mote for the keen American people—that in 
more limited and humble spheres character 


has a value that will not fall to be appreclat-_ 


ed. In every public oficial not only, but fn 
every private citizen in all the varied rela- 
tlons of life and mutual service the late 
strenuous- and universal discussion Is fitted 
to beget a new sense of the worth of the 
priceless gom, CHARACTER.

When new facts were 
23 to light, these were denied, or ignor- 
èd.: The persons who gave evidence of hav- 
ing been witnesses of those facts were accus- 
ed of being Incapable of observing, or of be- 
ing impostors, and the erroneous theory wag 
then maintained, often for centuries. 

I cannot give a better example of this sys- 

tem than that relative to the earth belng 
supposed a flat surface. 
A story is told of a ntheman who was a 
geologist, and who framed a theory of the 
geology of the whole earth from the facts 
which he had examined five miles round 
Edinburgh. When any facts were submitted 
to him relative to formations in other parts 
of the world, which did not accord with those 
which he had seen round Edinburgh, he de- 
nied the accuracy of these facts, and assert- 
ed that the observers were incompetent. 

If now any person asserted, in consequence 
of the above examples, that sclence was op 
posed to g. k ronomy, he would 
stating that w is not correct. It would 
not be true that science was so opposed, but 
that certain men claiming to be selentific, 
were merely quacks in science, and ‘were ig- 
norant of the more elementary principles on 
which scientific investigations can alone be 
conducted. X 7

An Address Delivered by "Major-General 
Drayson, at a Meeting of thé London Spir- 
åtualist Alliance, on Thursday, Oct. 23rd, 


(Light, London.) 


During the past forty years a great num- 
ber of persons: have investigated the phe- 
nomena termed spiritual. This investiga-| is 
tion has been carried on ‘with more or leas 
care,and certain conclusions have ar- 
rived at by the individuais who have thus 
investigated. . 

These conclusions may be classed under 
the following heads: : 

1. That no real phenomena occur. That 

the whole thing ia a trick. 
~. 2. That the persons who believe they have 
seen certain effects occur, are the victims of 
thelr own delusions, 2 
t certain occurrences take place 
which are to be explained by known laws. 

4. That the effects which do occur, are the

To the Eitor ef the Religio- Phliosophieal Journal: „ 
The present time in these Australian colo- 
nies is noticeable on account of the keen in-

Very briefly and incompletely stated, as of 
necessity must be the case In a newspaper 
article, these are the grounds which must be 
traversed by a Psychical Research Institu- 
tion and other activities which will natural- 
ly grow out of these researches, ` 

Quite likely the Republican ls, on the face 
of things, judging only from the incomplete 
presentation of our alms and methods thas 
far given, justiGed, or at least excusable, in 
concluding that “ thedifference between Mr. 
Bandy’s society and that at work in Great 
Britain is very great.“ The difference in the 
sense intended by the Republican does not 
exist.

It seems to us asa somewhat close observer 
of the Unitarian body that what it needs 
above all other things is power to touch the 
hearta of the people; in all other respects it 
is well equipped. Knowledge of the continu- 
ity of life and the return of spirit friends, 
with all that this implies, would supply the 
tuel neede’ by the Unitarian clergy and make 
them such a power for good as was never 
dreampt of even by the most enthusiastic 
among them. That Agnosticism, awi even 
covert Matefialism, chills the Unitarian pul- 
pit and freezes tho pews in some quarters, 
is an assertion we think sugceptible of proof, 

The name of Prof. Davidson will be new to 
many of our readers, but his communication 
will at once arrest attention. We heard him 
lecture last July before the Concord School 
of Philosophy, when ho ably acquitted him- 
self; and it is to be hoped he will find time 
for further contributions to the JOURNAL. 
Space forbids extended comment on his lotter 
even if required, but happily itis not. The 
Professor questions the expediency of placing 
a Spiritualist in charge of such an Institu- 
tion aì proposed by the JOURNAL, on the 
ground of want of confidence on tho part of 
the general public, At first blush. this objec- 
tion has more strength than it will have aft- 
erward. The work accomplished by such an 
Institution must be such as to compel the 
confidence of the intelligent public, and this, 
whether it be done udder the supervision of 
a Splrituallst or a non-Spiritaalist.

Is it not reasonable and in accordance with 
the scientifis spirit, ta assert that one who 
has devoted years of critical attention qu 
ae these phenomena is better able 
facilitate the work of such an Institution, 
than one who, however great hisuttalumentas, 
lacks this practical knowledge? ` 

Much more might be said, but our object la, 
not to press this point as vital, only to hit 
upon the best, most effective scheme for ao- 
complishing the work. We are disposed to 
think Prof. Davidson might Aud sérious dit- 
ficulty in securing general agreement as to 
what constitutes “a true philosophy whose 
domatn lo not bounda-by physical phenome- 
na, likt-most of-thpcurrent systems of the 
day.”

On asking for 
further details as to his death, I was told that 
his head had been catoff and his body thrown 
Into a caual, and that it was in the East, but 
not in India, It was three years since I had 
seen this officer, and the last I had heard of 
him was that he was in India. 
On inquiring. on =! return from this visit, 
I was told at Woolwich that the oficer in 
nestion was in India, but was likely to go to 
China. Some weeks after this, the news ar- 
rived that this oficer had been taken prison- 
er by the Chinese, A large ransom was offer- 
ed for him, but he was nover found. 

Many years after this I met in India the 
brother of this oficer, and I inquired if any- 
thing had ever been ascertained relative to 
the death of his brother In China. He told 
me that his father had been to China, and had 
obtained evidence that a Tartar chief, enrag- 
ed at the loss of some of-his friends, had or- 
dered the head of bis prisoner to be cut off on 
the banks of a canal, and that his body was 
“thrown into the canal. 

This is one among some dozen instances of 
a similar kind which have come under my 
personal experience, and I want to know 
whether the Mary Jane theory will explain 
the facts. I also should Ike to know which 
among the known laws will explain It. ‘This 
and other similar facta exist, and any theory 
which does not Include and explain them is 
worthless. It is the old error of theorizing 
on Incomplete data. i 

I must now venturo on a few remarks reln- 
tive to the latest problem connected with this 
subject. These remarks must bo few, as 
have already oecupled much of your time. 

There has lately been introduced to usa 
theory that the human mind is capable of 
producing all the phenomena which have oc- 
curred in our experience during the past 
forty years. It is stated that there are cer- 
tain ſearned men in the East, who possess 

such a knowledge of the la f nature as to 
enable them to perform the phenomena 
which we have seen; that It, is only a very 
low order of beings, termd spooks or shells, 
~ Who ever communicate throogh mediums, 
and that people who imagine they communi- 
cato with relatives or friends are deceived, 


This is the theory put forward by varions 
rsons who claim to have been instructed yA 
learned men in the East. Divesting It 
of Its mystery, itis merely an assertion which 
claims that there are certain individuals in 
thé East who have performed all those phe- 
nomena of which we have been witnesses, in 
England and America, during the past forty 
rs; or these phenomena, and tho informa- 
n given in connection with them, have 
deen given by spooks, elementals, and shells. 
Now, I would not for a moment cast doubt on 
any one of the statements made by those who 
have seen these Adepts. I have myself seen 
in the East various phenomena which cannot 
poy be explained by any recognized laws 
ut they were nearly the game phenomena ns 
I have seen ovcur_in the presence of mediums 
in England. I am also fully prepared to ad- 
mit that the power which can be exercised 
by the human will fs far ter than the 
most imaginative individ! as ever dream- 
od of. But it seems to me that our friends 
who eqnelude that all the phenomena which 
we have witnessed have been due to the 
Adopts or to bhells, have again committed the 
“error of theorizing from imperfect data. 1 
am convinced, also, that these theorists had 
not seen all the phenomena which have been 
seon- in connection with so-called spiritual 
mediums. When we find mediums who, with- 
out golug into a trance or in any way losin 
their mental government, can see aspiritan 
can converse with it as freely as with one of 
us, and when this spirit gives us Information 
of the highest order both on scientific and 
other subjects, and tells us the name it bore 
on earth, wo are driven to one of two conclus 
slons—either that the so-called shells, or 
spooks, are of á very high order, and know 
more than the scientific men on earth; or else, 
that this assumed spirit is an Adept who 
mouth and tella us he

ave heard 41 stated that an adept cannot be 
wrong, aŭd [have noticed a disposition on 
the part of the beliovera in these adepta to 
claim the same Infallibility. I say this with 
no ill-feeling, but merely to deal with this 
subject on sound philosophical principles. I 
have hard it stated that It was a great com- 
fort to have arrived at thia perfect truth, af- 
ter all the delusions by which Spiritualists 
been led. I have seen it stated that the 
grandest revelation ever given to mortals was 
contained in some hundred pages of print, 
these handred pages containing mere sketch 
outlines on subjects which, through a medi- 
um, I had received and written twenty years 
before the “grandest revelation” wi ted. 
I believe that such remarks have tended to 
produce antagonism between the belleversin- 
the adepts and those who are bellevers in the 
iritual theary—a condition which ought 
not to exist. The proceedings of the bellevers 
5 adepts partake too much of the charac- 


ter pt certain men who claim to be scientific, 
and who state that they know all the laws of 
e, and that people whothink they see a 
table rise in the air or see an instrument 
piny, without contact are merely ignorant 
diots. We naturally lose some of the respect 
which we may have had for men, who thus 
claim infallibility when their very assertion 
showa their want of knowledge of the subject 
on which they claim to be judges. i 

From the very éatliest date at which the 
phenomena termed spiritual attracted public 
attention in America, individuals who have 
investigated these Phenomena and become 
convinced of their reality, Nave done their 
best to make them generally known. Men 
have risked thelr professional reputation, and 
in many cases have been kb olutely ruined 
in consequence of proclaiming their convic- 
tion in the reality of the phenomena. . They 
have submittedito the abuse of arrogant ig- 
norance, and self-satisfied stock knowledge. 
They have freely given money and thelr time 
to enable publications to be carried on for 
the ee oo of making known that which oc- 
cura. There has been no secrecy in the mat- 
ter, no probation before the facts have been 
submitted for examination, but an open in- 
vestigation has been courted. It does not ap- 
pear that this course has been adopted by the 
adepts and thelr converts. Living in sselu- 
sion and privacy in the Kast, they may not 
even be seen by average mortals, Secrecy is 
maintained, and a severe preparation must 
be gone through before even the fact of their 
power ts proved. 

I quite grant the prudence of uot intrust- 
ing power to nuy person, until it has been 
proved that the person will use this power 
only for a = purpose; but to prove that 
the power exists is quite another a 
and the evidence that this power really exists 
is at present very weak. 

There are certain laws connected with gel- 
ence and logic which cannot be ignored. For 
example, we are told that the adepta are in- 
fallible, and cannot make a mistake. Here 
an absolute law is asserted, and we must ad- 
here to this law. Shortly afterwards we are 
told that this great revelation of the power 
and knowledge of these adepta ia given to 
the Western world, not by the uni action 
of the whole of the adepts, because only a few 
are in favor of its being given, others are 
against its belog given, It it be right that 
it should be givensthen those who object are 


who wish to give it are areas. Both sides 
cannot be right. Yet all are infallible. I fear 
that all the skill claimed for the adepts can 
not enable them to prove that two people who 
hold utterly different opinions on one fact, 
can be both infallible. And Iam d to 
think that those Individuals who believe in 
this infallibility, mast give us facts not the- 
ories, and must present proofs not opinions, 
before we can accept as true that which they 
themselves belleve. 

The facts which have been presented to us 
relative to the powers by the adepts 
are somewhat limited. Yet these are sufficient 
to make investigators hesitate before coming 
toany conclusion. If the bellevera In the 
spiritual phenomena were to assert that the 
adepts were utterly mistaken, that all tho 
power which they exhibited was spiritual, 
and not in any way dependent on their own 
will, such asseftions would be d an 
based on incomplete evidence. Bat the be- 
lievers in the adepts do not hesitate to assert 
that all the phenomena which have occurred 
in the Western world have been due to a low 
order of Apiritaal creature, or to the action of 
the adepts themselves, or have been the ac- 
tion of one’s own astral body. It Is possible 
that the solution of this problem may be in 
the middle course. Those persons who have 
attended many séances with bighly advanced 
medioms must have seen instances where 
one’s own mind infiuenced the 1 Wha

A fewyears I 
was at the Narka Bungalow, in the Him- 
py toys arn not many miles from the home 
of the adopts. I attended a séance there one 
evening. If the adepts were aware of th 
they might have os useful convert 
of me had they given me the slightest evi- 
dence of their power.

ust as do men claiming to be scientific, who 
claim to know all the lawe of nature, and 
who state that they know that a table cannot 
rise in the air, or any of the phenomena oc- 
cur which thousands of persons have repeated - 
ly witnessed. 

If it be true that the human will can so de- 
velop as to pea wonders hitherto not be- 
lieved possible, we are indebted to those per- 
sous who have brought such knowledge be- 
fore us; but it will require very much wore 
to be demonstrated than has yet been given 
before the multitude of facts with which we 
ro acquainted can be set op one side, or are 
to be accounted for as the work of spooks or 
adepts. The power claimed for the adepts 
nud the power which is called spiritual seem 
to me in no way antagonistic. The former 
may exist, without ignoring the latter, and 
the two, If working in harmony, wy do 
much. Tha assumption that everything 
whieh has occurred and which it termed spir- 
itual is to be explained by spooks or adepta, 
is, lam convinced, a delusion, arrived at by 
the common error of theorizing from incom- 
plete data.

An ſuteresting feature of the Philadelphia 
Electrical Exhibition was a lecture pma by 
Professor Rossiter W. Raymond,beforè a large 
audience of attentive hearers.

scribed its various forms, the commonest of 


16th, attracted a large and intelligent audi- 
ence. The subject for the hour wap: “The 
Formation of Circles, and the, Development 
of Mediumship.” Judge Dailey safd that he 
had given questions to Mrs. Emma Hardinge- 
Britten for her morning discourses for Nav. 
yth aud 16th, on subjects pertaining to medi- 
umship; that after hearing her able elucida- 
tions of the themes presented, he felt dim 
deut as to his ability to interest them. He 
sald that this problem ot medtumship had 
been studied by him, and the reading of the 
account on a previous Sabbath by Mrs. Brit- 
“ten of the orgies periormed near the city of 
London, from her 19th Century Miracles, had 
impressed him deeply. He spoke in terms of 
the highest commendation’ of Mrs.’ Britten's 
work, In 8 to the world the science, 
philosophy and religion of Spiritualism. The 
speaker at conalderable bopt disquesed the 
subject of obsession by evil spirits, and the 
danger to which mediums are exposed, and 
he said that in the formation of the home 
circle it should be made the “holy of holies,” 
and noperson should become a member there- 
of, except from the purest of motives; thatin 
the formation of circles care should be ob- 
served by its members, and if one of them fs 
repulsive to another, trat person should im- 
mediately withdraw. He said that those who 
hope to be influenced by intelligent and 
trathfal spirits should make their own lives 
pare, and that they must aspire for the high- 
eat truth. When such is the motive govern- 
ing all who compose the home circle, then 
the best results will be reached, not only by 
the medium but the cause also. 

Judge peer warned all present never to 
form a circle ima haunted house. La- said 
that Gerald Massey, the English aithor, poet 
and Spiritualist, spent several months in his 
home last winter, and he related to the speak- 
er many of his experiences while living in a 
haunted house near London, where a murder 
had been committed, Mr. Massey's wife had 
been an excellent medium, aud this spirit 
who haunted the scene of his crime, ata time 
when his wife was sick and suffering, ob- 
tained control of her organism,which he never 
wholly gave up until her entrance to the 
Spirit-world, The Judge said that itis known 
that he had been appointed by the court as 
counsel for Thomas Walsh, the murderer of 
Barbara Gromthal. Last summer, a young 
man who lived in the house where the girl 
resided who was murdered, said to him that 
he never believed that there was any thing in 
Spiritualism unti! he went to England to 
visitfriends who were living in a house sev- 
eral hundred years old. He said he was 
awakened in the night by a heavy breathing. 
He sat up in bed, and the sound approaehed 
him, and then he got under the bed clothes, 
aud kept his head covered until morning. On 
going down stairs he made inquiries of the 
family, aud was told that the room was 
haunted by the spirit of a person who had 
committed the crime of murder, and that 
there was a trail of blood op the floor which 
could not be washed ont. 

Judge Dailey also told of Mra. Britten’s 


engraved portrait of hin self sitting, with the 
child standing beside him, her head resting 
confidingly on his breast, and Ler face radi- 
ant with joy. He has told me of the beauty

the original plan would not have ked 
every way better without it than with it, had 
its preclusion been possible under the best 
system, a system of which free agency for one 
thing, favoiving Ilability to temptation, but 
also character formed and invigorated by in- 
telligent resistance. was an element. Until 
this notion of the value and desirableness of 
sin for any of its supposed uses ls out of men's 
minds, they will go on ranning against the 
plearest principles and stumbling inte end- 
less contradictions. : 

Yet both our correspondents have no hosita- 
tion in making this immense assumption;

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furnishing occasions for benevolent effort. 
It strikes us there might be abundant oppor- 
tunity for this in a wholly virtuous world; 
opportunities endless for mutual instruction, 
for new experiences, for higher Joys, in fel- 
low feeling, united-action and aspiration. 
The eternal necessity and blessedness of vice 
to this world, and of course tg all worlds, be- 
cause of the chance it gives to the virtaous 
to fight it or relleve its miseries, we are not 
Prepared to admit. As well claim that your 
child should take poison in order to stimy- 
late the skill and energies of your pbysictan 
or call out your own sympathies and care. 
There would bo feld enough for benevolence 
without the bad children or bad men and 
women who Insist on polsoning themselves. 
The radical error of our Florentine friend 
and of many speculatively disposed minds 
with him, lies in assuming that sin—not 
merely its permission—{s essential to the Di- 
vine plan; that God needs it for Its uses, and 
so really desires it, whatever laws be may ap- 
pear to have enacted against It in our reason 
and ifi our moral nature, In the constitution 
of society, or iù any revelation of his will. 
That the world in all ita untold and un- 
speakable vices, crimes and miseries goes 
after all just to sult him! We have no such 
God. We spurn this Idea of him with indig- 
nation and by all that ls divine within us. 
The whole world erles out against such a be- 
ing. Even the few speculative thinkers who 
imagine they havecaught such a one In their 
web denounce him when they have got him 
and soon end by denying him alogether. 
And why should they not? Robbed of his 
moral excellence, as he thus ls, he ceases to be 
of any practical account to man. We know of 
no more irrational or injurious atheism: As to 
what reason there may be for expecting some 
compensation hereafter for merely disadvan- 
tageous circumstances here, who can speak 
with confidence? Shallall the poor here be 
made rich there? The crippled, the diseased, 
the weak in Intellect or unbalanced,the home- 
ly In person, the black man, the brown or the 
yellow, the unfortunate in ten thousand re- 
spects of birth, constitution or surroundings, 
shall all these be requited for thelr unfavored 
lot with its very opposite in as many ways of 
privilege? This is too hard a question for. 
us. We must leave it to the wisdom of those 
who know just what justice requires of their 
Maker In every case, and who probably think 
that tor tim not to have made all men equal

various, constant and strenuous “struggles,” 
í: e., demands on our best mental, moral and 
physical energies, be possible? Is there no 
room for exercise and growth, for new dovol- 
opment and even higher joy in all these pow- 
ors, oven In u sinless world? 

But our writer becomes more specific when 
he speaks of “those who In the drama of life 
have been obliged through thelr defective 
moulding to wallow in the mire of sin, shame, 
anguish and misery, to create the necessary 
contrast, and rouse every one into activity.” 

“ Have been obliged!" How, in what sense, 
obliged? For the whole question may turn 
here. Ifin any way that destroyed their ac- 
countability, then, of course, thepare blame- 
Yeas; uo longer sinners, but merely sufferers. 
Is our correspondent prepared to take this 
ground in behalfof his“ indispensable felon " 
and bis “worthy Pent „ He should 
distinctly say whe they are sinners or 
not. It he says not sinners, all moral law is 
atone stroke oxtingalshed and rational hu- 
msn society becomes impossible; but if they 
are indeed sinners, as such they must be 
judged, and their measure of ill desert, which 
it lo freely granted may be greater or less by 
Very wide removes, be determined by a wis- 
dom which alone is capable of ascertaining 
it. 

How then obliged? Our good friend should 
haye been very defnite here. We can gather 
from his words but three grounds of this 
necessity, and though he has rather “ mixed 
those bables up.“ we will try to distinguish 
them. 

Obdliged, first, “through thelr defective 
moulding.” This, common enough, no doubt, 
and, perhaps, universal in some degree, 
through hereditative or other laws, may be 
more or less defective, It may be so much so 
as entirely to excuse, as in the case of idiots; 
and from this polnt up it may qualify re- 
sponsibility and so blameworthiness by very 
nice degrees to an indefinite extent. The 
first wrong doing of all of us, whatever our 
moulding, Is of top faint a hue to be clearly 
distinguished. The offences of the little 
child seem to all vory venial; we can hardly 
regard them as offences. We say, if we are 
reasonable ourselves, “he knows no better,” 
aud excasé them. Very gradually comes the 
conviction that in certain instances he does 
know better, or should from his experience, 
and we begin to attach a measure of blame 
accordingly. How long and lu. what parti 
alars his undesirable conduct should con- 
tinue to be regarded as blameless, Ig dim- 
cult question; but not till we are sure of a 
certain measure of Intelligence and will, too, 
In it, do we censura and punish, The dawn- 
ing of responsibility Is as indefinable by us 
as that of day. It will differ in different na- 
tures, just as the faintest morning light will 
strike the hill tops before it does the deep 
valleys. It will exist with reference to some 
conduct and not to other, where the clouds 
and fogs of inexperience still rest. It is per- 
sistence in wrong dolng—and here we state 
a very important princlple—persistence In 
the face of growing Knowledge and experi- 
ence that we all heartily condemn; never the 
Arst seeming offences; and in proportion to 
thie better knowledge or means of knowl- 
edge, ls our condomaation sound and un- 
qualified. Must it not be so with the Divine 
government? We feel sure of it. Only per- 
sistence in evil will be foun®witimately the 
thing on which the (nfultely wise judgment 
will take hold aud treat as sin. It is that 
only which establishes character; and it is 
only character—not the inconceivable num -

The Abuses In 0 je Asylom. 


The Chicago Medical Society met in the 
Grand Pacific one evening qulte lately. Dr. 
8. V. Clevenger read a paper entitled * Politi- 
cal Abuse of the Insane.” He sald that Dr. 
Kiernan, the present Superintendent of the 
Cook County Asylum, (who was accidentally 


elected, owing to the Mike McDonald gang 


quarreling among themselves), is known all 
over the world as a physician devoted to the 
treatment of Insanity. It was no new task 
for him when he began to clean the rascality 
ont of the Cook County Asylum. He hada 
similar experience in Ward's Island Asylum 
till the Tweed ring ousted him. Dr. Kier- 
nan‘s first order to the attendants was to re- 
strain no patient without an order from a 
‘physician. A great uproar followed. This 
was an unheard of proceeding there, and 
much nonsense was talked over the new or- 
der. The next order was thatthe night watch 
should not issue medicines to the patients at 
thelr own will, but were to call up a physi- 
cian. As much as ten gallons of sleeping 
medicina per month of the samo kind -was 
dosed out in the most unskillfal manner to 
all classes of nolsy patients. Any desth re- 
salting from this was of co “ exhaustion 
from insanity.” Finall 
ing properly treated through the day, there 
grew less and less occasion for the nightly 
potion, and nights pass now frequently with 
no call upon the physicians, whore months 
before the most furious riot could be heard 
In all parts of the building. Among the new 
arrangements which disgusted the gang most 
of all was all employes being required to take 
off their hats in the wards and to address the 


y | patients as Mr., Mrs. or Miss, instead of by 


their Arst names or in other familiar ways. 
The roffians got up all sorts of versions and 
perversions of this order, but it was enforced 
In spite of them. 

The most recent ‘change was to stop the 
appropriation of the labor of the inmates by a 
heterogeneous crowd of scamps and divert the 
work of the patient to their common benefit. 
The Doctor says, “it is publicly known that 
Mike McDonald has controlled appointments 
at the asylum for many years, and has had 
his numerous hunting dugs kept thera, upon 
county beef and milk, and that thé present 
opposition to the medical men is in the name 
of this ‘boss.’ The patients are insuficient- 

A ted and scantily clothed. They suffer for 
every thing. The medicines aro impure aud 
often’ valueless, and, upon investigation, 
without whitewash in it, many terrible things 
will be brought to light.”
